BHE CIVIL PENSION LIST. 

The United States are supposed to have avoid- 
ed the great scandal of monarchical governments, 
by having no civilians op the pension-list. But 
this iss mistake. In Mr. Dawes’ speech on 
the expenditures of the Government he gave 
some interesting details of the cost of collecting 
the revenue, and disclosed the fact that we have 
an enormous civil 


‘There ate 196 custom-houses in the United 


States, at which $184,556,000 revenue is collect- 
ed, st an cost of over $8,000,000, Of 


which the revenue collected exceeds $1,000,000. 
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t $1,196 revenue, oF am average of $22.17 
each ; for this duty they receive $72,546, or an 
average pension of $806 a year each. 6 sou at 
able-bodied men in the course of s year 


In four other ports 101 officials collected dur- 
ing 1872-8 the suni of $102,446, or an average of 
$1,014.31 each. This was doing pretty well, but, 
in consideration of their hard labor, they were 
peid $196,413, or an average pension of $1,350.62 
each. Let us recapitulate this pension list : 


O., there are 8 men in the Custom-House, and 
the collections are $90 a year. Two Custom- 
Houses in Florida have 17 men, who collect in 
ali $42 a year. Mobile has » force of 72 men to 
éollect $90,000.. There are 419 men fn the New 
Orieens Custom-House. The case is almost as bad 
in New England. Maine has three ports, with 12 
officers, where no reveaue is ever collected ; she 
has four other Custom-Houses, with 29 officers, 
where the whole revenue is less than $500. Mas- 
sachusetts has two ports, with 16 mea, who eol- 
lect no revenue, and three other ports where the 
cost of collectamg the revenue is, respecti ively, 
594,322 and 84,178 per cent of the amount col- 
lected. These offices employ 31 persons. 

Mr. Dawes proposéd the abolition of & very 
large number of these offices, and the proposition 
was received by the majority in the House with 
horror. It was a move to deprive members of 
Congress of part of their patronage, and wiil 
never be heard of again. Theonlyreform move- 
ment that has been heard of was that of the Sur- 
veyor of Oustoms at Evansville, Ind., who wrote 
to the Department that there was no use for 
such an Officer at that place. He was promptly 
removed, anda pew man appointed.

CHILDREN'S SAVINGS-BANKS. 

Ghent, with its 121,000 inhabitants, is one of 
the manufecturing centres of Beigium. its 
school-system is admirable. One feature in it 
was unique, until a year or so since. It has now 
been happily adopted elsewhere, Seven years 
ago, M. Laurent, Professor of Civil Law in the 
University, thought of opening savings-banks in 
connection with the schools. He called together 
the teachers and lectured them on the subject. 
day, expounding the advantages of saving, until 
the children were believed to be ready for 
the project. Permission was then obtained 
from the proper autharities, and the experiment 
was tried. The teacher of each class receives 
the savings of the children at any time, provided 
the deposit equais a centime,—e fifth of a cent! 
When e child has saved a frane (twenty cents), 
he gets a bank-book, and an account is opened 
for him at the State Savings-Bank, which pays 
3 per cent interest. The bank-books are 
usually kept at the school, but are sent to the 
children’s parents for inspection, from time to 
time. No deposit can be withdrawn without the 
signature of parent or guardian. Each school 
keeps 8 separate account with the State Bank, 
and has an arrangement with it by which each 
pupil's savings are transferred te bis mhdividual 
account as soon as they amount to a franc. 

There are four sorts of public schools in Ghent. 
The “ free primary schools,” which sre almost 


wholly supported by the city, contain 7,989 schol- | 


ars. The “ paying schools” require tuition-fees 
and give the same instruction as those of the 
first class. They are designed for pupils of 
somewhat higher social rank. They have 1,079 
scholars. The infant schools have 3,089 pupils ; 
the adult schools, 3,285. There are thus, if all, 
15,392 pupils.
